When T tirst heard of it 7 
thought at once that. the West 
Indies ‘had siruck one of those 
awful days ct Lord's when the 
sighting of the ball is. really 
dimeult. And I think: thls must 
have been the case, It is not so 
diMcult because of the light; the 
trouble stems fram the baelk- 
ground of a packed and con- 
stantly moving crowd, And 
Itnow from hard experience how 
desperately tricky that can be, 

T gather that England also 
managed to put about half oa 
dozen catches down, so it can't 
have been all that easy. In fact 
IT would rate Lord’s and the 
Oval as two of the trickiest 
grounds in the business for good 
eatching.
